Dear Sir 

One day last week our starting box burned out, and I found Mr. Kettles in company with 
Mr. H.B. Coho who is the New York representative of the Waddell-Entz Electric Co. 

We managed to borrow a starting box from the Sellers crane in Machinery Hall and got 
started again with a very crude arrangement, but sufficient for a short time. Mr. Coho 
immediately telegraphed for a new resistance box, and also for a new armature as he thought it 
would be much safer for us to have one here in case we needed it as the one now in use is in a 
crippled condition. 

There has been much complaint among purchasers of medals about the rapidity with 
which they tarnish. Many people brining their medals back the day after having purchased them 
and asking to have them exchanged for bright ones and one person in a crowd doing that would 
influence all around him and they would not buy. So Mr. Ewing & Mr. Stocks came to the 
conclusion to have them gold plated, and will have it done by a gold plater in the Electrical 
Building at $35.00 per thousand. We will begin to sell plated medals on August 1st. 

Mr. Ewing asked me when he would get the bill for the new dies that you sent us? And in 
this connection I would ask if you do not think it would be advisable for us to have another 
obverse die in case the present one should crack? 

The new dies work beautifully we not having struck a bad piece since they were first set. 

Every thing is going on as usual with big crowds surrounding our press all day. 

I was pleased yesterday to receive a visit from Whitney and hope he will enjoy the Eair. 

Will I do not see much of as he is kept pretty busy with Geo. Soley. 

The weather has been intensely hot & enervating for some time but today we are 
enjoying a cool & delightful breeze from the lake. 

Sec’y. Carlisle & wife & daughter have been at the Mint Exhibit and went away with 
their pockets full of medals. 

All keep well and Mess. Keyser & McClure join me in sending kind regards. 
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Will you be kind enough to let my wife have the balance of my months salary, Less 
Building Association dues, when she calls for it and greatly oblige.
